1. RE ESENBEL'S REQUEST THAT USG SHOULD HELP PARTIES REACH 
AGREEMENT ON A VENUE FOR CYPRUS TALKS OTHER THAN GENEVA, 
WE ARE NOT INCLINED TO BECOME FURTHER INVOLVED IN THIS 
ISSUE AT THIS TIME. USG POSITION IS THAT THE PARTIES, IN 
CONSULTATION WITH WALDHEIM, SHOULD BE ABLE TO FIND A SITE 
FOR MEETING. GENEVA, ROME, VIENNA AND OTHER EUROPEAN 
CAPITALS ALL APPEAR TO BE APPROPRIATE POSSIBILITIES. 

2. ESENBEL'S OBJECTIONS TO GENEVA ARE NOT CONVINCING, BUT 
IF TURKS REFUSE GENEVA WE WOULD HOPE PARTIES COULD AGREE 
ON ANOTHER SITE. 
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3. IF QUESTION OF VENUE IS AGAIN RAISED BY OFFICIALS IN 
ANKARA, ATHENS OR NICOSIA THEY MAY BE TOLD THAT USG HAS NO 
PREFERENCE AS TO VENUE BUT BELIEVES IT IS IN INTEREST OF 
PARTIES DIRECTLY CONCERNED TO RESOLVE THIS ISSUE AND GET 
TALKS UNDER WAY. KISSINGER 
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
